EXCERPTS FRCM ARTICLE IN THE PETERBOROUGH EXAMINER ON LAKEFIELD’ S COMMUNITY SWIMMING 
AREA, PROMOTED BY MR. M.G. GRIFFITHS OF THE S.P.H.E. STAFF: .(Editor’s note: This in 

December, seems a little inappropriate, but as it may give semeone an idea, we publish 
it herewith.) 



A community swimming area, one of the few of its. kind in the province designed par- 
ticularly to promote swimming and water safety among both youngsters and adults, has 
hocome an outstanding feature of the village of Lakefield since it opened here in 
July. Built by residents of. the village as part of a Lakefield Community Program, 
the new swimming area is located on the east shore of the Otonabee river, just south . 
of tho Lakefield dock area. Three separate sections huve been laid out for swimming 
and water safety instruction; one for -beginners , one for intermediates, and one for 
senior swimmers . . 

The key tc the success of the swimming area has been the co-operation or the^ people^ 
of Lakefield, and the first person to tell you this will bo M.G. Griffiths , M.P.E* ,M.k. 
president of the Ontario Branch R.L.S.S., and an assistant Professor of Physical Edu- 
cation at the University of Toronto. Mr. Griffiths, main sparkplug in the idea and a 
constant supporter ever sinco, first conceived the plan of establishing a community 
swimming area in the village, and approached the proper authorities. The plan mot 
with the instant approval of Reeve Gordon Scriver and members of the village council. 

The s', rimming area was opened to the public one week after construction- had begun. Now, 
regular classes in swimming and water safety are being held for persons of all ages, 
und^r the direction of Arthur H. Campbell of the .University of Toronto Life-guard 
Corps, instructor for the Royal Life 'Saving Society and tic Canadian Red Cross. A 
number of Lakofield girls volunteered for posts of guard duty, and as a result, the 
village has what it believed to be the first all— girls’ Lifeguard Corps of the Rojal 
Life Saving Society in Canada. Tlx. only other girls’ corps is said by officials to 
in Australia. To-day, it's "Learn to Swim Week" every week of the summer for res 1 - 
dents of the Lakefield district.
